THE grieving family of man whose 
death from a single stab wound led 
to his wife standing trial for murder 
fear they will never be able to come 
to terms with his loss. 

Ron Lowe (43) died on August 30 last 
year at the home in Long Ley, Harlow, 
where he lived with his wife, Susan (55). 

On Friday she walked free from Chelm¬ 
sford Crown Court after a jury found her 
not guilty of his murder following a two- 
week trial. 

This week Mr Lowe’s family spoke 
exclusively to the Star about their struggle 
to reach closure over the death of a “one- 
in-a-million son and brother”. They are 
also worried they may not be welcome at 
his funeral. 

Mum Gwendaline Lowe (72), now 
living in Milton Keynes with Mr 
Lowe’s father, who is also named 
Ron, said: “Words can’t describe 
what our family have been through 
over the past 11 months. 

“Nobody should have to lose a son 
but to lose Ron in the way that we 
did makes coming to terms with his 
death all the more difficult. 

“My husband has had five seizures 
since Ron’s death and had to go in for 
an operation on his heart. The shock 

has been devastating.” 

Paying tribute to her “gentle giant” of a 
son, Mrs Lowe described the former engi¬ 
neer as a kind, loving and peaceful man. 

“Even when Ron was at school he was 
always a good boy,” she said. “He never got 
involved in any fights and he grew up to be 
a loving, caring son. 

“He really was one in a million as a son 
and as a brother to his two sisters. He 
would go out of his way to help others and

A SURVIVOR of the notorious 
Japanese prisoner of war 
camps celebrated his platinum 
wedding anniversary on Sun¬ 
day with a surprise church 
service for family and friends. 

Les Cox (90) and his wife, Hilda 
(89), of Little Pynchons, Harlow, 
tied the knot in Walthamstow 70 
years ago, shortly before Mr Cox 
was posted to the Allied stronghold 
of Singapore. 

He was captured when the coun¬ 
try fell to the Japanese in 1942 and 
endured three-and-a-half years as a 
prisoner of war, during which time 
he was forced to work on the con¬ 
struction of the bridge over the 
River Kwai. 

Back home in England Mrs Cox, 
who was serving in the Auxiliary 
Territorial Service, received no 
news of his whereabouts and feared 
the worst until her frail husband 
was repatriated to England in 
October 1945. 

“He was just skin and bone when 
he arrived and I had to nurse him 
back to health,” she said. “It was a 
tough time but I was just so glad he 
was still alive. I really thought I’d 
lost him forever.” 

The couple spent the next 15 
years living in East London before 
moving to their current home in 
1960 after Mr Cox secured a job at 
Harlow electronics firm STC. 

“Coming to Harlow back then 
was like going on a wonderful holi¬ 
day,” he said. “The roads and paths 
weren’t even finished when we 
moved in and we were surrounded 
by cornfields. 

“It’s incredible how much the 
town has grown and changed since 
those early days.” 

The couple have four children, 
seven grandchildren and five great¬ 
grandchildren, most of whom were 


able to attend their celebratory 
service at St Stephen’s Church in 
Tye Green. 

Asked the secret to their mar¬ 
riage, Mrs Cox said: “It’s about give 


and take. We’ve always shared 
everything with one another. 

“Most importantly, we still say ‘I 
love you’ to each other each and 
every day. Maybe that’s the secret!”

was one of the most selfless people you could 
ever hope to meet. 

“He always made sure he told us all how 
much he loved us.There won’t be another 
bloke on this Earth like him.” 

His parents and sisters - Angie Walker 
and Sandra Faulkner - are now worried they 
will not get to say their final farewells to Ron 
at his funeral. 


Gwendaline said: “I always thought that 
blood was thicker than water but that obvi¬ 
ously isn’t the case in the eyes of the law. 

“Even though I carried him for nine 
months and gave birth to him, I now have no 
legal right to bury my own son. We have 
never seen eye to eye with Susan and it 
wouldn’t surprise me if she didn’t invite us to 
Ron’s funeral.” 

Ron’s sister Sandra, who also lives in 
Milton Keynes, added: “I have to take a back 


seat and hope she invites me to my own 
brother’s funeral. It’s just not right.” 

In a statement released after the end of the 
trial, Essex Police said: “The circumstances 
of Ronald Lowe’s death were thoroughly 
investigated and all the evidence gathered 
placed before the court. 

“We would like to thank the witnesses who 
gave up their time to give evidence at this 
trial. Our thoughts are now with Ronald’s 
family.” 


Wife cleared of 
killing husband 


A WOMAN accused of killing 
her husband with a single stab 
to the chest in an “uncon¬ 
trolled rage” broke down in 
tears after the jury cleared her 
of murder. 

Susan Lowe (55), of Long Ley, 
Harlow, wept uncontrollably as she 
walked from Chelmsford Crown 
Court aided by a relative. She said to 
the jury: “Thank you very much.” 

Mrs Lowe denied murdering her 
husband Ron (43), to whom she had 
been married for 19 years, at their 
home on August 30 last year. 

She said he had stabbed himself 
after following her upstairs. 

Although a neighbour told the jury 
she heard a row during which a 
woman had been threatening a man, 
Mrs Lowe said they were arguing 
about getting a divorce. 

During the trial, prosecutor

Stephen Harvey said both Mr and 
Mrs Lowe had been drinking on the 
night Mr Lowe died from a single 
stab wound to the chest. 

He said the argument was over an 
“indiscretion” Mr Lowe had commit¬ 
ted with a mutual friend two years 
earlier. 

The court heard evidence from 
pathologist Dr Nathaniel Carey, who 
said there were none of the hallmarks 
of a self-inflicted wound and in his 
opinion it had been carried out by a 
“third party”. 

But Mrs Lowe told jurors her hus¬ 
band had stabbed himself in his bare 
chest. She said he had been very 
angry, calling her names and being 
“really, really aggressive”. She con¬ 
tinued: “I told him I’d had enough. I 


was going to go to a solicitor for a 
divorce.” 

She said she locked herself in the 
bathroom but Mr Lowe followed her 
upstairs and flung open the door. 

“He said he loved me,” she told the 
court. “The knife was in his hand and 
I thought he was going to get me so I 
shut the door and wedged myself 
against it. 

“Still standing there, Ron moved 
his arm and the knife came into the 
bathroom but there was no sign of 
any injury. I put the knife into the toi¬ 
let cistern and then I saw the blood. 

“He stood there looking at me and 
blood just started. He went to the bed¬ 
room and I stayed in the bathroom for 
a few minutes. I heard a thud, looked 
round and saw him on the floor.” 

The jury of six men and six women 
returned their not guilty verdict on 
Friday after nine hours and 49 min¬ 
utes of deliberation.

Councillors paid £194k 
allowances & expenses

COUNCILLORS in Harlow have 
been paid almost £200,000 in 
expenses and allowances over the 
past financial year. 

The figures, published by the authori¬ 
ty this week, detail the amount of tax¬ 
payers’ money paid to councillors for 
their basic and special responsibilities 
allowances as well as expenses they have 
claimed for travel, telephone calls and 
IT costs. 

They show the total amount paid to 
councillors was £194,545. 

Topping the list is Andrew Johnson, 
leader of the Conservative-run council, 
who received a total of £14,108.83 for 
the 2009/10 financial year. 

A breakdown of his payments show 
he claimed £1,593.97 for travel and sub¬ 
sistence costs incurred when attending 
conferences, £775.50 in separate confer¬ 
ence costs and £306.80 for mobile 
phone calls. 

Second on the list is former deputy 
leader Simon Carter, who claimed a 
total of £10,986.35 for the year includ¬ 
ing £823.67 in car expenses, £240.10 for 
mobile phone calls and £777.95 in con¬ 
ference expenses. 

Fellow Conservative councillor Lee 
Dangerfield claimed the most of all 33 
members for mobile phone costs. His 
bill for the year was £1,040.25 - almost 
double the £560.29 he was paid last year. 

The councillor who claimed the lowest 
amount was Liberal Democrat John 
Strachan. He was paid £436.37 to cover 
IT and landline expenses on top of his 
annual attendance allowance of 
£3,533.75. 

A council spokesman told the Star the 
annual cost of allowances and expenses 
was much lower than most comparative 
authorities in Essex. 

“Members’ allowances and the condi¬ 
tions of the scheme are set by an inde¬ 
pendent panel,” he said. 

“Harlow Council’s spend on allow¬ 
ances is much lower than most other 
Essex councils, with Harlow having the

Register...or lose 
your right to vote 

REGISTRATION forms for the 2011 
electoral register will be dropping through 
letterboxes in Harlow this month. 

Anyone not included on the register will 
not be eligible to vote in local and nation¬ 
al elections and may find themselves hav¬ 
ing trouble obtaining credit for things like 
a mortgage, mobile phone or bank loan. 

Every household in the town will be 
sent a form which will be pre-printed with 
the details currently held for that address. 

It is a legal requirement to respond 
every year, even if there are no changes to 
the printed details. From the end of 
September canvassers will be visiting all 
properties that have not replied and, if after 
that, no response is received the details 
will be removed from the register. 

Registering for council tax does not 
automatically lead to inclusion on the elec¬ 
toral register. 

The new register will be published on 
December 1 and will be available to view 
at the Civic Centre. Residents are advised 
to check that they are included and their 
details are correct. 

If a referendum is held next year, the 
2011 register will be used.

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Where is the justice 
inclosing our courts? 

SIR, Further to last week’s front 
page report on proposed court 
closures, Harlow Trades Union 
Council are opposed to the closure 
of courts in Harlow. 

We are naturally opposed to cost¬ 
cutting measures that will lead to 
job losses and impose extra burdens 
on already hard-pressed working 
class people. 

The idea that people in Harlow who 
do not own cars or are prevented 
from using one due to age or illness 
should have to use sparse public 
transport to get to Chelmsford is 
quite outrageous. 

As solicitor Tony Scott stated in 
your story, one would have to catch 
a bus at 7.30am to ensure reaching 
Chelmsford in time for a 10am 
hearing. This will obviously lead to 
people failing to attend court on 
time and lead to more cases being 
adjourned. 

In turn this will impose costs on the 
taxpayer and no doubt sanctions 
being taken by the court for late or 
non-attendance. It will also reduce 
the court’s productivity and lead to 
longer incarceration and higher 
costs for remanded prisoners. 

Not only will travelling to 
Chelmsford be inconvenient and 
time consuming, it will also be 
quite expensive. As many people 
who are required to attend court are 
on low incomes, the transport costs 
will deter some people from 
attending. 

The move of the county court to 
Cambridge will create similar 
problems. The costs of transport to 
Cambridge are even higher, 
especially as one would have to 
catch a train during the peak travel 
period. 

Combined with funding cutbacks 
for the Harlow Advice Centre, we 
see this as an attack on the rights of 
ordinary working class people to 
defend their legal rights against 
unscrupulous employers, landlords, 
businesses and an overzealous state. 
Justice should not be the preserve 
of the rich and powerful but should 
be available for all classes in 
society without restriction if we are 
to have true equality and freedom.

Not every person in this country 
over the age of 18 drives so that 
only leaves a passport. A passport 
is a very valuable document worth 
thousands on the black market. I 
work in an ID environment and it

Story behind 
coats of arms 


V ISITORS to the town 
centre may have spotted 
coats of arms adorning 
various civic structures. 

The meaning and stories behind 
these decorations might be lost on 
the causal observer but the launch 
of a new pamphlet on Saturday will 
explain their significance. 

Armorial Bearings In Harlow by 
local history buff Ron Bill 
examines the coats of arms used by 
Harlow Council, Harlow 
Development Corporation, Essex 
County Council and others. 

Mr Bill includes a detailed 
description of each, which will 
please those with an eye for detail. 
Take the blue, black and silver 
armorial bearing of the 
development corporation, pictured 
right, which dates back to 1948. Its 
silver colour and fleurs-de-lis are a 
reference to none other than the 
Premonstratensians, a Roman 
Catholic order of canons who were 
at Great Pamdon until 1180.

of arms include the Order of the 
White Canons, the Abbey of Bury 
St Edmunds and the county of 


Essex. 

When Harlow Council came into 
existence it was decided not to 
adopt the corporation’s symbol. 
Instead, a competition ws held to 
design a new one. 

Competition details and guidance 
notes for designs were sent out to 
local schools and the council 
received 40 responses. 

It was agreed that a final coat of 
arms would incorporate the designs 
of the best three entries, with the 
top prize of five guineas (£5.25p) 
going to local resident G. 
Brissenden. 

The crown at the centre represents 
the town and its green surround its 
rural setting. The red diamonds 
represent the movement of people 
from London to Harlow. 

After the final design was agreed 
Harlow was one of the few towns in 
the UK to have two coats of arms.

pellets of ice which, like rain, fall 
harmlessly from the sky during 
certain weather conditions. 

But on this occasion the mammoth 
ice rock that dropped during a 
treacherous storm in the American 
of town of Vivian caused 
thousands of dollars worth of 
damage to residents' homes and 
cars. 

The record-breaking hailstone 
measured a whopping 20.5cm 
across and weighed in at almost 
1 kg - about the same as a large 
bag of sugar.

The hailstone has broken records 
for both weight and size. The 


previous weight record was set in 
1970 in Kansas when a hailstone 
weighing almost 750g was found. 
The old record for size was set 


seven years ago by a hailstone 
measuring 17.8cm wide. 

It was discovered in the state of

“NO man is an island entire of 
itself every man is a piece of 
the continent, a part of the 
main.”

Wizards go head to head 
in a battle of good vs evil 


THE SORCERER'S APPRENTICE

HALFWAY through Jon Turteltaub's 
fast-paced yarn, the eponymous 
hero calls upon what little magical 
knowledge he possesses to 
command an army of mops to 
clean his secret hideaway. 

It only takes a couple of notes of 
Paul Dukas’s rhythmic orchestral 
work, featured most famously in 
the Disney animation Fantasia, for 
us to realise that enchanted 
cleaning tools and endless buckets 
of sloshing water are a recipe for 
disaster or a sizeable insurance 
claim. 

Like so much in the film, this well- 
orchestrated scene promises 
copious tongue-in-cheek thrills but 
doesn’t quite deliver. 

Turteltaub’s film has its pleasures, 
including a Chinatown dragon on 
poles that metamorphoses into an 
actual mythical beastie that 
rampages through the New York 
district. But the weak potion of 
family-friendly action, comedy and 
romance doesn’t linger in the 
memory for long. 

As a boy, Dave Stutler (Jake 
Cherry) wanders into the Arcana 
Cabana antiques store and has a 
strange conversation with its 


owner, Balthazar Blake (Nicolas 
Cage), who reveals that the 
youngster is to become a great 
wizard and defeat the forces of evil 
under the control of evil Morgana 
Le Fay (Alice Krige). 

Before Balthazar can begin the 
youngster's tuition, dastardly rival 
Maxim Horvath (Alfred Molina) 
intervenes and a fight ensues, 
trapping both sorcerers inside a 
magical urn. 

Ten years later to the day, Dave 
(now played by Jay Baruchel) is a 
brilliant physics student with an 
unrequited crush on pretty 
classmate Becky (Teresa Palmer). 
Balthazar and Maxim finally escape 
their pottery purgatory and both 
men race to track down Dave, who 
possesses an enchanted Russian 
doll that imprisons Morgana for all 
eternity. 

Thankfully, Dave has Balthazar to 
protect him while he learns the 
basics of sorcery. So Maxim takes 
his own apprentice, world famous 
illusionist Drake Stone (Toby 
Kebbell), and together they plot 
Morganas’ resurrection. 

Turteltaub’s film certainly isn’t 
complicated and you won’t need to 
cast a spell of clairvoyance to 
foresee how Dave’s journey ends, 
nor to recognise the potential 
opening for a sequel.

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It's another Mini adventure

L OVE the original 1959 
Mini? You might want to 
look away now Everyone 
else on the other hand can lean 
forward and pay close attention. 
Mini the brand is at it again 
with the fourth body style to be 
spun off the hatchback, 
designed to push the same 
buttons but offering a little bit 
more in the process. 

Say hello to the Mini 
Countryman. 

Spotters will recognise in 
Countryman another name to 
come from the Austin bloodline. 
The original Mini Countryman 
was, to all intents and purposes, 
a Mini estate, bringing more 
practicality to a familiar small 
car. So it is with the new 
Countryman and the most 
obvious point of note is that it is 
pushing the boundaries of what 
can be called a small car. 

At 4,110mm long it’s just 12cm 
shorter than a BMW 1-Series, 
and a full 41cm longer than a 
regular Mini hatchback. This 
XXL Mini is, therefore, quite 
different in terms of cabin 
space and appearance. 
Looks-wise, the Countryman 
certainly fits into the crossover 
camp. Choose a Cooper S ALL4 
such as this and the high-riding 
stance, general visual toughness 
and chunky detailing suggest 
the ability to cope with pretty

much anything. It remains, 
however, unmistakably a Mini, 
even though it pushes the 
boundaries of the dimensions 
which its name suggests. 

You will have already decided 
whether or not the looks get the 
thumbs up, but what will be met 
with almost universal approval 
is the resulting extra room. Up 
front there’s a pleasingly 
upright dashboard and seating 
position with decent head and 
legroom, but step into the back 
seats and there’s the kind of 
space that will push the 
Countryman on to many more 
shopping lists. 

There’s a choice of a regular 
bench or a neat two-seat rear 
arrangement, both of which 
come with a neat centre storage 
rail and allow numerous tilt, 
slide and fold options. Either 


way, rear seat head and legroom 
is good enough even for the 
irritatingly lanky 
There's what can only be 
described as a proper boot out 
the back, too. In standard 
configuration it offers a deep if 
relatively short 340 litres, but 
sliding the rear seats increases 
this and with all the seats folded 
there’s a van-like 1,340 litres 
available. 

Where a regular Mini 
hatchback means you have to 
think about what loads you 
want to carry, the Countryman 
allows the chuck-it-all-in 
approach. 

It comes in a number of 
different flavours, too: One, 
Cooper and Cooper S you will be 
familiar with, but at the top of 
the range comes the Cooper S 
ALL4, which brings in the extra 


factor of four-wheel drive. The 
electromagnetic centre 
differential distributes power 
between the front and rear, with 
on-demand control to help 
minimise a fuel consumption 
penalty In certain conditions it 
can transfer 100 per cent of the 
drive to the rear wheels to 
maximise traction. 

Mated to either the new 
turbocharged 1.6-litre petrol or 
1.6-litre diesel versions, the 
ALL4 Countryman is as 
surefooted as a car of this size 
can be. The seamless transfer of 
power is virtually undetectable: 
this is four-wheel drive for 
dummies as there are no 
complicated buttons to make it 
all work. 

All the driver will notice is that 
the Cooper S ALL4 hauls itself 
out of tight bends with very 


little effort, and every one of its 
181bhp can be deployed almost 
all the time. 

There's no obvious cost in terms 
of agility or smoothness either. 
The Countryman is just as 
pointy and keen to play as the 
hatchback, although its larger 
dimensions and secure four- 
wheel drive mean it’s not quite 
the hooligan’s delight. But it’s as 
sharp as all but the most rabid 
wheelsmith could want, 
particularly as it does so while 
sacrificing little in terms of 
comfort. 

Quiet and efficient, the 
Countryman will pick off long 
distance journeys with ease 
and, thanks to slightly taller 
tyres, the ride quality is better, 
too. 

The rest of the package is 
typical Mini: there are stacks of 
personalisation options, the 
cabin is retro-heaven and well 
constructed, and there is a 
version to suit almost every 
budget. 

The Mini Countryman may not 
be the most practical car in this 
class but what it does achieve is 
extending the Mini values - 
sharp driving experience, a 
premium feel and a sense of fun 
- into a package that can carry 
passengers and luggage. 

It’s the Mini to suit every day 
and almost every person, so 
expect to join an orderly queue.
